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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: (1) With reference to applicant's remarks in the 
middle of page 2, and the last two lines of page 3 continuing to the top of page 4, the modification of Noguchi et al. as taught by Fujiwaki 
or Mikame et al. would necessarily require separate passages for the advance/retard chambers and not, therefore, render the 
modification unsatisfactory for its intended purpose. (2) Both Fujiwaki and Mikame et al. teach the use of separate passages for locking 
mechanisms (clearly cited and identified by column and page number in the rejection), and this teaching is properly combinable with the 
Noguchi et al. reference. (3) The motivation to combine is not derived from applicant's claims as suggested at the top of page 5, but is 
taught by each reference (see, for example, Mikame et al., column 16, lines 31-35; Fujiwaki, column 6, lines 1-14). 
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
